It is tho ug ht by all that the drug 
was taken by mistake and the co ro ner 
has so decided, atho ug h*there were 
sev eral circumstances that wo uld indi­ 
cate o therwise. 
The fact that she has o no t appeared 
to hav e been depressed o r hav e any 
o ther reaso n fo r suiciding is taken as 
an indicatio n that she to o k it acciden­ 
tally , while o n the o ther hand she was 
no t taking any medicine, so me that 
she had recently receiv ed fro m a do c­ 
to r hav ing ail been taken so me time 
ag o , and she co uld hardly hav e taken 
tile acid by mistake. Sho rtly after tak­ 
ing it she to ld a neig hbo r that it 
“ burned terribly ” and to o k a drink o f 
water to co o l lier thro at and sto mach. 
She lapsed into unco sncio usness sho rt­ 
ly after this and died to day . 
Medical 
attendance was secured, but no thing ,, 
co uld be do ne to sav e her. 
The stro ng est ev idence in fav o r o f 
the accidental theo ry is the fact that 
she to o k but a small do se leav ing a 
larg e amo unt in the bo ttle. 
She is well kno wn in the so uthern 
end o f tile co unty . 
She came fro m 
Ireland in 1854. 
Her 
ag e is no t 
kno wn, but she bad children 18 o r 20 
y ears o ld when she came to this co un­ 
ty in 1854. 
At the time o f her death 
she liv ed with a relativ e by tho name 
o f Shaw.

HORSE BREAKS NECK 


J. W. Rh o d es o f Green sb u rg * 


Fo rmeiy o f ffo mer, meets 


With Serio u s Lo ss. 


The acco unt, o f the death o f Prince 
Henry , a pacing ho rse belo ng ing to 
J . W. Rho des, fo rmerly o f Ho mer, 
which met with an accident at No rth 
Verno n resulting ‘in death, was g iv en 
iii o ur paper last nig ht, but is mo re 
fully 
described iii the Greensburg 
News, as fo llo w s: 
During the 2:24 pace at No rth Ver 
no n o n Wednesday afterno o n, Prince 
Henry , the fiv e y ear o ld g elding , o wned 
by J . W. Rho des, o f this city , fell up­ 
o n the track breaking his neck and 
death resulting instantly . 
Prince Henry was the mo st pro m­ 
ising raco ho rse ev er o wned by a 
Greensburg [man. 
Mr. Rho des pur­ 
chased him fro m a Shelby v ille man 
o v er a y ear ag o , at a co nsideratio n o f 
$500. 
The ho rse has been iii tra iling 
o n the track at Shelby v ille this seaso n 
and is said to hav e g o ne a trial half 
in I a i * 
Mr. Rho des had refused an o ffer o f 
$1500 fo r the animal and had entered 
the ho rse in his first race this seaso n 
a t No rth Verno n, at the so licitatio n 
o f a pro spectiv e purchaser, who wish­ 
ed to see him wo rk iii a race. 
Prince 
Henry was wo rking fine and was pac­ 
ing better than 2 :21, a reco rd belo w 
which his o wner did no t wish him to 
g o . 
Mr. Rho des was pulling his ho rse 
up, when he saw that the animal was 
cho king . 
He lo o sened the lines, but 
was to o late. 
Prince Henry fell o v er 
o il his neck and in a few mo ments was 
lifeless. 
Mr. Rho des was prepared 
fo r the fall and escaped injury . Prince 
Henry was v alued at clo se to $2000 and 
was insured fo r $500.

Co ntrary to ’ex pec tat io ns, the Penn­ 
sy lv ania lines and the interurban co m­ 
pany did no t J reaeh an ag reement as 
predicted by the o fficers o f bo th co m­ 
panies and the v isit o f the atto rney 
and superintendent o f rig ht-o f-way , 
instead o f resulting in a settlement 
was the o ccasio n fo r the filing o f a 
suit by the railro ad co mpany , asking 
fo r a permanent injunctio n ag ainst 
the 
interurban line cro ssing their 
tracks. 
They g iv e many reaso ns, claiming 
that they hav e no t taken the lawful 
steps, that they are no t a street rail­ 
ro ad, but are ex pecting |to carry o n 
freig ht and passeng er traffic and enter 
into co mpetitio n with steam ro ads and 
had no rig ht to use Hie street as a 
rig ht o f way . 
Th ey alleg e, to o th at 
his fro ad is 
lay ing do uble tracks and hav e ado pted 
a new metho d o f electric po wer;g iv ing 
g reat speed and that their cro ssing o f 
the said tracks wo uld be unsafe and 
result in g reater dang er and hazard to 
passeng ers and emplo y ees o f the plain­ 
tiff’s ro ad. 
They alleg e that they had tried to 
neg o tiate with the defendants, but 
that they had no t o ffered any co nsid­ 
eratio n fo r the rig hts they were a t­ 
tempting to take. 
This actio n is no t reg arded as o f 
v ery much impo rtance by the o fficials, 
they claiming that Urn co mplaint is 
simply filed by the Pennsy lv ania to 
pro tect their rig hts during the neg o ­ 
tiatio ns fo r the desired co ncessio ns. 
The fact that no bo nd has been filed 
and that no immediate restraining o r­ 
der asked fo r, wo uld indicate that the 
co mpany filed the co mplaint to secure 
damag es in case they do [no t ag ree o n 
a settlement, inasmuch as the case will 
no t po me up until September, and the 
tractio n co mpany can, and pro bably 
will, hav e the cro ss tracks laid befo re 
that time.

S t Petersburg , J uly 29 .— 
A s Minis­ 
ter o f War J ustice .aurav leff was driv ­ 
ing to the Peterho f palace to repo rt 


t o Empero r Nicho las the assassinatio n 


o f Minister o f the Interio r Vo n 
P l e h v e , 
sto nes were thro wn at him and his 
carriag e windo ws were bro ken. 
The 
identity o l the minister’s assailants 
has no t y et been disco v ered. 


St. Petersburg , july 29 .—M. Vo n 
Plehv e, minister o f the interio r, was 
assassinated by a Do mb thro wn at 
his carriag e while he was driv ing to 
the Baltic statio n to take a train fo r 
the palace at Peterho f, where he was 
to make his weekly repo rt to the em­ 
pero r. 
The assassinatio n is believ ed to be 
the o utco me o f a widespread plo t, the 
ex istence o f which has been suspected 
fo r sev eral day s. 
Numero us arrests 
hav e already been 
made, including 
that o f the assassin, a y o ung man who 
is believ ed to be a Finn named Leg lo , 
and who is no w in a ho spital sev erely 
and perhaps tatally injured by the ex ­ 
plo sio n o f his o wn bo mb. 
An acco m­ 
plice o f I^eg lo , also apparently a Finn, 
but who se name is unkno wn, has been 
arrested. 
He had in his po ssessio n a 
bo mb which he tried to thro w, but 
was o v erpo wered by the po lice just in 
time to prev ent g reat lo ss o f life. 
The assassin sto o d o n the sidewalk 
J ust as Minister Vo n Plehv e’s carriag e 
was abo ut to cro ss the canal bridg e 
near the statio n. 
The minister was 
esco rted by a number o f detectiv es o n 
bicy cles, and o ne o f them jo stled the 
assassin, who then rushed into the 
ro ad and threw the bo mb after the 
carriag e. 
The missile struck the hind 
wheel and ex plo ded with fearful fo rce, 
killing o r wo unding o v er a sco re 
o f 
perso ns. 
Minister Vo n Plehv e and his 
co achman were killed o utrig ht and an 
o fficer o f the g uard was fatally in­ 
jured. 
One o f the cy clist detectiv es arrest­ 
ed the assassin, who attempted to es­ 
cape, tho ug h wo unded by splinters in 
the face, arm and abdo men. 
He made 
no attempt at resistance, 
ho wev er, 
when seized by the detectiv e and co n­ 
fessed his crime, but refused to g iv e 
his name. 
The fo rce o f the ex plo sio n was so 
terrific that it no t o nly bro ke ev ery 
windo w within a radius o f half a mile, 
but reduced the heav y pav ing sto nes 
to po wder, heav ed up the pav ement 
a id flung a heav y piece o f the iro n­ 
wo rk o f the carriag e acro ss the canal, 
sev ering the mast o f a barg e, which 
fell, stunning the captain o f the barg e. 
Ev ery bo dy in the street was kno cked 
do wn and mo re o r less bruised. 
When the o fficers o f the law, headed 
by Minister o f J ustice Murav ieff, had 
terminated the necessary fo rmalities 
by drawing up a written repo rt o f the 
crime, the mang led remains o f the 
minister o f the interio r were co nv ey ed 
to a humble chapel adjo ining the sta­ 
tio n, the windo ws o f which miracu­ 
lo usly escaped 
destructio n. 
The 
priests and peo ple, with characteristic 
Russian piety , at o nce J o ined in a so l­ 
emn requiem. 
A no less impressiv e 
■erv ice was co nducted at the minis­ 
ter’s stately residence last ev ening , to 
which o nly Intimate friends were in­ 
v ited. 
The bo dy o f the minister was 
co mpletely co v ered by a white shro ud 
which co ncealed the g hastly mutila­ 
tio ns. 
A special editio n o f the Official Mes­ 
seng er co ntains o nly a brief anno unce­ 
ment o f the death o f Vo n Plehv e, and 
the intimatio n that an o fficial requiem 
will be co nducted. 
The empress has 
no t been info rmed * o f the trag edy , In 
v iew o f the ho urly ex pectatio n o f her 
a v o uchm ent.

empero r 
was 
g reatly affected by the news, co ming 
ae it did ato p o f the had tiding s fro m 
the seat o f war, with rears o f Inter­ 
natio nal co mplicatio ns and the strain 
Incident upo n the ho urly ex 
pert at io n 
o f an ev ent so clo se to the father’s 
heart 
The empero r almo st 
bro ke 
do wn when he was info rmed o f the 
minister s murder.

The man who is a dv ertised as a 
statesman, or who im a g ines him self 
to be a statesman and then declares 
tha t the gold standard is to he regard­ 
ed as “ fixed and irreproachable,” in 
the language of the street has “ an 
other think coming. 


It all depends on the Democrats as 
to when the Republicans open their 
speaking campaign. 
It is the present 
intention of the Republican state com­ 
mittee not to open the campaig n until 
the middle of September, but Chair­ 
man Lyons of the speakers* bureau 
said they will be ready to get into the 
game any time the Democrats start 
the music. 
It looks now as lf the 
Democrats intend to get. into the hunt 
v ery early. 
It was at first supposed 
that Senator J oe Bailey of Texas, who 
is to accompany Taggart home, would 
content himself with making a short 
address, but it is the understanding 
now that he is going to make a set 
speech outlining the issues of the cam­ 
paign. 
Senator Bailey is a powerful 
speaker and the announcement that. 
he is to sound the keynote is liable 
to attract a large crowd. 
J ohn W. 
Kern, who has just returned from New 
York, brings word that Hill, George 
Fred Williams, Senator Carmack, Sen­ 
ator Culbertson, J ohn J. Delany of 
New York, Bourke Cockran and many 
of the notable men of the party are to 
participate in the campaign in this 
state, indicating that Indiana is to be 
made the battleground of the West. 
In v iew of this it is v ery likely that 
arrangements will be made by the 
Republicans to start the fight about 
the first of September.

J oe Crav ens, the well-known Demo­ 
cratic politician from Madison, Ind., 
called on Secretary Reiley at the state 
committee rooms today.

tiv e from J efferson county. 
Normally

He was the first Demo­ 
crat to represent the county in almost 
half a century. 
He bas been renomi­ 
nated and is confident of turning the 
trick again. 
Crav ens is a close ob­ 
serv er, and he says that the Demo­ 
crats of the Fourth district, which by 
the way is the banner Democratic 
district of toe state, are enthusiastic 
for Parker and Dav is. 
Ha says that 
in J efferson county a close inv estig a ­ 
tion has been made to see whether or 
not there is much dissatisfaction with 
Parker and Dav is and the St. Louis 
platform. 
The result, he declares, is 
v ery encouraging, as not more than 
half a dozen men in the county are 
“ off.** 
Secretary Reiley of the state 
committee sa ys that similar reports 
are being receiv ed from throughout 
the entire state. 


In the first issue of ‘’The Common­ 
er” after the St. Louis conv ention 
Mr. Bryan makes a statement with 
reference to the Democratic national 
ticket and platform. 
It constitutes 
the only editorial reference to J udge 
Parker in the paper. 
Mr. Bryan says 
in part: 
“ A Democratic v ictory will mean 
v ery little, if any, progress on eco­ 
nomic questions so long as the party 
is under the control of the Wall street 
element. *

* 
Nothing good can 
be expected of him on the money 
question. 
“ On the trust question the Demo­ 
cratic platform is v ery much better 
than the Republican platform, but the 
nomination of J udge Parker v irtually 
nullifies the anti-trust plank. • 
* 
* 
“ So far as the labor questions are 
concerned we must await J udge Par 
ker’s letter before we shall know 
whether the laboring man lias any 
thing to expect from his election. The 
labor plank as prepared by J udge 
Parker’s friends on the sub-committee 
was a straddling, meaningless plank. 
In the full committee planks were 
adopted in fav or of arbitration, the 
eight-hour day, and against gov ern 
meat by injunction; also a plank on 
the Colorado situation. 
If J udge Par 
ker is silent or ambiguous on these 
subjects it will mean that the Anan 
elal influence back of him will not 
permit him to take the labor side on 
these disputed questions. 
“ On the tariff question some little 
progress may be noped for, but the 
Parker men on the committee were 
nearly all in fav or of a v ery conserv ­ 
ativ e tariff plank, and it remains to 
be seen whether J udge Parker wil 
carry out the 
positiv e and definite 
plank which was submitted by the ful 
committee. 
This is the situation. 
“ J udge Parker stands for enough 
things that are good to justify me in 
giv ing him my v ote, but as I hav e 
tried to point out for sev eral months, 
the triumph of the Wall street ele­ 
ment of tile party denies to the conn 
try any hope of relief on economic 
questions. 
I hav e nothing to take 
back, I hav e nothing to withdraw of 
the things that I hav e said agains 
the methods pursued to adv ance his 
candidacy. 
It was a plain and delib­ 
erate attempt to deceiv e the party. 
The New York platform was v ague 
and meaningless and purposely so, 
because the adv ocates of J udge Par­ 
ker were trying to secure v otes from 
among the people who would hav e op­ 
posed his v iews had they known them. 
If he had sent to the Albany conv en 
tion tne telegram that he sent to the 
St. Louis conv ention he would hav e 
had v ery few instructed v otes from 
the Sou in and no possible chance for 
the nomination.

Paris, J uly 29.—The news of M. Von 
Plehv e’s a ssassination caused great 
regret and horror in official quarters, 
in which it is regarded as being a se­ 
v ere blow to Russia and an ev ent of 
considerable International importance. 
The impression prev ails in well-in­ 
formed circles 
that his death will 
greatly weaken the influence of the 
powerful war party, fav oring an ag­ 
gressiv e policy in Manchuria, of which 
Von Plehv e, with 
Viceroy Alexieff, 
Grand Duke Alexander Mikhailov ich, 
M. Bezobrazoff and General Wogack, 
was the most prominent member, thus 
possibly influencing the future course 
of ev ents in the far East. 
Though 
public opinion is likely to suggest M. 
Witte as Von Plenv e s successor, well 
informed persons consider this im­ 
probable. 
M. W itte, it is said, might 
exercise a sort of temporary dictator­ 
ship, but it is regareu as more prob­ 
able that if it is decided not to change 
the existing policy, that M. Gorimkin, 
who preceded the late M. Sipiaguine 
as minister of the interior, wilj again 
be called to office.

of the railroad m anagers was held to 
discuss the situation, but what action, 
if any, was decided up on was not 
made p ublic. 
At the same time that this step 
was being taken by the freight hand­ 
lers’ p resident, the first move in an 
effort to bring about another confer­ 
ence between the p ackers and the 
strikers was being made. 
Mr. Don­
